Urion by way of refuting the present charges. 


Perkins Expects to Lose. 

“TY have been asked to resign, I have re- 
fused to do so, and am ready for a trial on 
any charge that may be brought against 
me,” he declared. “I expect to lose my 
case. Although the appointment of a school 
architect “in. a measure comes under the 
civil service commission, the trial commit- 
tee of the board of education is empowered 
to try its own emplyés. The members of 
the trial committee dre also members of the 
committee on buildings and grounds—and 
that committee has requested my resigna- 
tion. I regret that the nearing will not be 
made public instéad of in executive session. 

“ As to incompetency, I can only say that 
I am willing to be judged Dy what | have 
done tn building school bulldings for Chi- 
cago and the way the money of the taxpay~ 
ers has been expended—in accordance with 


the orders of the board of education, of course. | 


As for insubordination, I admit frankly that 
President Urion and I have been antagonis- 
tic. I have been attacked in a way that de- 
manded reply, and I have replied as vigor- 
ously as I could—but as courteously as possi- 
ble’ under the circumstances, too, 

“As for extravagance in my de- 
partment and in the building of schoo! 
buildings I cannot make better an- 
swer than to . repeat. my. statement 


Reply to Extravagance Charge. 

Part of this statement fotlows: 

“The fact that President Urion and Mr. 
Downey have succeeded in reducing the cost 
of new bufidings under revised plans is no 
discredit to the architect’s department. The 
reductions are a result of changes in the 
educationel department.- By the adoption of 


Mr. Downey's suggestion for combined as-. 


sembly halis and gymnasiums a saving of 
$25,000 is made. By further cutting out 200 
seats and seven classrooms—350 seats—the 
total saving will be $65,000. 

“ Originally I asked for $240,000 for the new 
type, on the supposition that it was tobe a 
duplicate’ of the Nobel school. That was 
before the committee and the educational 
department voted to make these extensive 
changes. The architect, for the first time. 
has been authorized to depart from the pre- 
vious board order, and extravagance can 
hardly be charged for plans drawn and build- 
ing erected under the old plans, pooreved ang 
ordered by the board. 

“The architect has always recommended 
against making additions to old bufldings, 

ly very old ones, because alteration 
work in orien tps tank greet ara gen tel prasel ag 
terrupts school work. 

“The Garfield, Jackson, and Dante group 
is such an instance. If a new site hed been 
purchased and a large building put up in the 
vicinity, a8 recommended by the 
a saving of over $100,000 could have beep 
made, and eMthout interferigg with school 
sessions in the three schools. 

“ It was such items as this that Mr. Downey 
referred to when he said " 000,000 had meee 
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— for all new buildings on June 16, 
i . 

“The board, on Oct. 11, 1905, and again on 
June 16, 1906, ordered ‘gymnasiums for all 
new buildings containing assembly halls. 

“The use of impervious materials, glazed 
and enameled brick in assembly halls and 
corridors was introduced in 1907 

“These improvements were sanctioned by 
the ‘buildings and grounds committee by its 
approval of the sketches for the Tilton and 
Nobel schools, on Dec. 13, 1907, April if, 
1006; and’ Feb.:6, 1900.” 


Change of Plans Ordered. 

**In 1907 the architect proposed smaller 
rooms, and upon authority of the board of 
education made plans for several buildings 
on that basis. These plans were ordered dis- 
carded and new ones made with large class 
rooms upon the recommendation of Supt. 
Cooley. The architect has again made the 
same suggestion with the concurrence of 
Mrs. Young. The board has within this last 
month adopted the change and authorized 
the saving. This is an architectural change, 
but one which is controlled by educational 
requirements. 

“Mr. Downey and the architect. with the 
concurrence of Mrs. Young, have recom- 
mended against the erection of buildings 
arranged for future additions, as the first 
portion ecst from $10,000 to $12,000 per room. 
This method was started many years ago, 
but the present fireproof type was introduced 
in 1904 under President’ Mark. Fourteen 
such schools have been built since 1905. The 
latest and largest—namely: the Tilton and 
Trumbull—cost but $10,822 per room at pres- 
ent. When completed the cost will he re- 
duced to $8,400 per room. 

“The architect has always recommended 
completed buildings, and the duplication 
ot buildings from the same plans. four 
schools are now under construction from the 
Nobel plans. With all the modern ordinances 
and requirements the cost is but $6,500 per 
room.”’ 


Declines to Resign Under Fire. 

“ While I do not think all the members 
of.the board of education desire my resig- 
nation,” continyed Mr. Perkins, “it seems 
likely that the recommendation of the com- 
mittee will be concurred in. It is simply a 
fight for principle. My livelihood does not 
cepend on the position, but I decline to resign 
under fire. 

“I have said that I regard the architect's 
department and the work of building up the 
Chicago ‘public schools as more important 
than the personnel of the board of education 
or the ideas of the members who are 
identified with the school system for a lim- 
ited period. of time, I still say it. If this ts 
to be construed as insubordination, I must 
plead guilty to the charge. I have not defied 
the board of education, I simply have main- 
tained my principles and have fought for 
whet I ‘have believed the best interests of 
the schools and the future of Chicago’s work 
in educating its children when I have had to 
fight. Other less important and petty charges 
I do not care to answer.”’ 


_. Appointed Under Civil Service, 
Mr. Perkins has been architect of schools 
since 1905, having been certified by the civil 
service commission;on June 7 of that year. 
He is a graduate of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, in which he also 
served as a teacher, has supervised the con- 
| struction of a number of’ public buildings, 
among them the machinery and electrical 
palaces at the Omaha exposition. He de- 
oe the Lincoln park refectory and his 
work in Chicago's parks along similar lines

MAY STIR WARM DEBATE. 


; 


Measure Puts United States in 
Sole Charge on the Cana- 
dian Border. . 


Washington. D. C.. Feb. 3.—[Special.j-—A 
new inctirsion into the domain of state au- 
thority is proposed by the international fish- 
erties regulations now before congress. These 
attempt to give the federal government 
poawer to regulate fishing along the Cana- 
dian boundary. 

The outlook is that this will be as a red 
rag to the cecthesien who fight for states’ 
rights. . They. will be supplied with materia] 
to ald them in their battle by the state game 
wardens along the great lakes. who see the 
slipping away of some of their power and 
much of their chance for glory. Already 
s0me opposition to the new proposal has 
come ffom the game narneen ne in the bor- 
dér states. 


Expensive Machinery Planned. 


The states’ rights people are further balit- |. 


ed. by a proposal that. the federal govern- 
ment shall organize an expensive machine 
for enforcing the fish regulations. 

The initial expenditure would be $160,000, 
according to the estimates accompanying 
the regulations. This would go for seven 
steam vessels and sixteen gasoline jaunches, 
to pay forty 2 eval emnployés’ salaries rang- 
ing from $1,000 to $5,000, to pay boat cap- 
tains and mates and engineers and deck 
hands and cooks, not to mention coxswains 
and the cost of what all these sailors will 
eat. 


David Starr Jordan, ‘the American com- 
m ,- saves the appearance of com- 
ptiben taking over the powers heretofore 

by the states. He recommends 
that the federal authority be exercised in 
addition: to that exercised by the states. 

But’ the bill which he has drafted and: sub- 
mitted to congress flatly provides that “ the 
regulation and control of fisheries on the 
United States side of the waters contiguous 
to the United States and the Dominion of 
Canada shall be exercised by the United 
States governroent.”’ 

The .proposed regulations offered for adop- 
tion by congrese also provide az 4 federal 
penalty for violations a fine of not more 
than $1,000, and imprisonment of:not longer 
than one year. 


All Along the Boundary. 


This federal jurisdiction. according to the 
plan proposed, is to extend all along the in- 
ternational boundary, with particular atten- 
tion paid-to the great lakes. For the lakee 
one inspector. twenty-one wardens, and four- 
teen boats are proposed, and all are to pay 
no atterition to the state lines, 

Probably by way of anticipating objection 
to the new federal power, Commissioner Jor- 
dan emphasizes the respect for the fish laws 
prevalent in Canada. There, he says, the 
Canadian general government maintains a 
system of patrol. 

“He declares it. does not even occur to the 
Canadians to violate the fish laws. In most 
of the eastern boundary states, he reports, 
the laws are fatriy well enforced, particularly 
in Ohio and Pennsylvania. But about the 
other lake states the commissioner says noth- 
ing, and in the state of Washington, it is 
equarely. stated, the laws are not adequately 
enforced. 

The regulations agreed upon by the Amer- 
ican and Canadian commissioners regulate 
the size of nets which.may be used and fix a 
minimum limit in. size of fish which may be 
taken. The regulations were prepared i 
accordance with the treaty previously con- 
cluded ‘between the United States and Great 
Britain. 


NEW YORK SENATORDENIES . 
BRIBE CHARGE BY COLLEAGUE 


Alids Says Accuser Changed Original 
Allegations So as to Escape Respon- 
sibility—Hires Many Lawyers. 


Albany, N. Y., Feb. 3.—Senator Jotham P. 
Allds, président pro tem. of the New York 
state senate, today filed his answer to the 
charges preferred against him by Senator 
Benn Conger of Tompkins.

Believes Control Tightening. 

In time, Mr. Barlow believes, the express 
business of the United States probably will 
be controlled by three or perhaps even two of 
the big railroad systems. . 

Representative Esch of Wisconsin. a mem- 
ber of the committee, asked Mr. Barlow why 
it. was that the railroads did not take over 
the profitable expresa business for them- 
selves. This was just before the testimony 
with reference to ownership and control. 

“ Well,” replied Mr. Barlow with a smile, 
“I think that if I were a railroad president 
and knew that 55 per cent of the profits of 
the express company working on my lines 
was going into my pockets I would let well 
enough alone. I would not want to draw the 
attention of the public to these profits by 
taking open possession." 

“In other words,” exclaimed Representa- 
tive Adamson, “It's just like giving a man 
three or four spoons with which to get into 
the same dish? "’ 

‘“*Bomewhat,” said the witness. 

Mr. Barlow appeared before the committee 
to urge that shippers should have the right 
to route freight. Beside the Association of 
Commerce he represented also the National 
Industrial Traffic league. Associated with 
him is Rush C. Butler of Chicago, who will be 
heard tomorrow. 


Would Prevent Pooling. 

Mr. Barlow expressed approval of the ad- 
ministration bill to amend the interstate com- 
merce laws. His chief reason for advocating 
that shippers be allowed the routing priv- 
jlege was that it would prevent pooling. 
Without this provision in the bill, he said, the 
railroads would be tempted to send freight 
over the routes most convenient for them. 
This would lead ultimately to complete pool- 
ing, he said. The logical outcome would be 
that the railroads would control the entire 
movement of freight and would divide the 
business and proceeds. 

It developed that Mr. Barlow is an experi- 
, enced railroad man, and his assertion that 
the administration bill does not legalize pool- 
ing was listened to with attention. But in 
spite of his conviction on that point, he ad- 
vised the committee, for the sake of making 
doubly sure, to insert a provision specifical- 
ly outlawing pooling. 

Mr. Barlow also proposed an additional 
safeguard in connection with the clause 
granting permission to railroads to agree on 
rates. 

He suggested that the railroads, when 
about to confer on rates or other matters, 
should file: with the interstate commerce 
commission a notice of this intention. 

Notice should be filed, he said, about ff- 
teen days before the conference. It should 
specify the subjects to be considered, and 
the railroads should be limited, for a partic- 
ular conference, to the subject specified on 
the docket.

jobber; can have his material cut and fitted 
before ft leaves the warehouse.
